"No administration h a s 


ever, in its entirety, made as 
much recommendations, had 
as many of them adopted, or 
even spent as much in t h e 
cities as this administration," 
he asserted.

Call-Up Pact Reached 


Washington W>—A compro- 


mise, 
reportedly including 


agreement for a House vote 
on authority to call up in- 
dividual military reservists, 
was • reached Wednesday by 
Senate and House conferees 
on the $58 billion military 
money bill. 


Details were not immedi- 


ately announced, but one sena- 
tor reported that agreement 
for a House vote broke a dead- 
lock over Senate insistence 
on retaining the call-up au- 
thority. House members had 
urged that it be dropped from 
the bill and considered sepa- 
rately. 


Under the Senate proposal, 


thousands of draft-age youth 
who -volunteered for reserve 


duty—including brief active 
duty 
training—in National 


Guard or reserve units of the 
various services could be 
called to active duty without 
the formal declaration of a na- 
tional emergency. They are 
now exempt without such a 
declaration. 


If the proposal is adopted, 


they could be required to 
serve up to 24 months less 
whatever active duty train- 
ing time they have served.

Mobile Life-Saver 'Max' 
Joins St. Elizabeth's Staff 


An $8.000 mobile life-saver 


called "Max", who b r i n g s 
stopped hearts back to life, 
started a 24-hour work day at 
Saint Elizabeth Hospital this 
week. 


The self-contained life-sav- 


ing cart recently purchased 
by Saint Elizabeth Hospital 
is correctly called a Mobile 
Intensive Care and Emer- 
gency Life Support S>stcm. 
Hut it's "Max" to the hospi- 
tal personnel who will use it 
In emergency 
situations to 


massage stopped hearts back 
to life. The procedure Is tech- 
nically called "external card- 
iopulmonary resuscitation." 


The recent procedures in 


bringing a stopped heart back 
lo work had been focused on 
the open-heart method dur- 
ing an actual surgical pro- 
cedure when a surgeon opens 
the chest and physically mas- 
sages the hear* back to life. 


Not Ready 


The experience of hospital 


.personnel 
among 
patients 


with stopped hearts, who arc 
not in an operating room and 
consequently not in a ready 
situation for surgical proce- 
dure, 
is 
probably w h a t 


prompted the c r c a t i o n of 
"Max." 


"Max," according to Emer- 


gency Room Supervisor An- 
gella Butler, R.N., h a s a 
built-in capacity to do a lot 
of things never before avail- 
able in one machine. 


In addition (o the hammer- 


like device which docs the 
external massaging, there Is 
a self-contained oxygen sup- 
ply and a suction device for 
pulmonary procedures. 


In support of these func- 


tions there is a built-in elec- 
trocardiogram, m o n i t o r i n g 
system and a timer which 
tells the operator how long 
the procedure has been used. 


One u n i q u e feature of 


"Max" is a reverse lock sy- 
stem for the drawers which 


contain the instruments and 
medications When a drawer 
is opened durinp use of the 
machine, it cannot be shut 
until a key 's inserted and 
"locked," This assures the 
hospital personnel that they 
will know when something 
has been us^d and the chance 
of a certain medication or 
instrument not being replaced 
is virtually eliminated 


If electrical power went off 


during an emergency Mtua- 
tion. it wouldn't b o t h e r 
"Max". He h a s h i s own. 


There's a built-in power sys- 


tem that's run by a battery. 
Whenever the machine is not 
in use, it's on battery charge. 
Something unique about the 
recharging system is that it. 
too, is self-contained. All that 
needs to be done is to plug 
the machine's cord into a sock- 
et."Max's" hospital station is 
the emergency room and his 
keepers arc Mrs. Butler and 


other emergency room per- 
sonnel. They're the ones who 
ulll have the responsibility 
of getting "Max" to (he site 
of (he emergency as fast as 
possible, and the hand-brake 
on a couple of the five wheels 
will allow them to cut around 
corners at full speed. 


Mrs. Butler says "Max" 


can be in service anywhera 
in the hospital within 2 min- 
utes from the time of the 
call. But practice is what will 
cut the time down and Saint 
Elizabeth personnel are prac- 
ticing their emergency drills. 
Sister M. Frances Ann, Saint 
Elizabeth Hospital adminis- 
trator, said they hope "Max" 
wouldn't be called upon, but 
she said, "the best way to 
take care of an emergency 
situation is with skilled per- 
sonnel and m a c h i n e s de- 
signed for emergencies."

Saigon </F> — U.S. Marines 


clashed heavily with commu- 
nist f o r c e s Wednesday in 
South Viet Nam's northern 
sectors, w h e r e the enemy 
lad gencidlly avoided com- 
jat since more than 800 of 
Hanoi's regulars w e r e cut 
down in Operation Hastings 
last month. 


The Marines and supporting 


aircraft w e r e reported to 
inve killed 211 communists 
n two engagements 90 miles 
apart. Spokesmen said U.S. 
casualties in both cases were 
light. 


In one, hundreds of Marines 


overran a communist train- 
ng camp spotted 20 miles 
southwest of Da Namg. In the 
other. Leatherneck units ham- 
mered a North Vietnamese 
brce from entrenchments it 
lad set up in the Cam Lo 
River valley, five miles south 
of the demilitarized zone that 
blankets the b o r d e r between 
North and South Viet Nam. 


The 
flurry 
highlighted a 


ground war in which, in the 
view of some military men 
in Saigon, the North Vietna 


started in June, generally 
runs through October.

—U.S. Marines a n d Aus- 


tralian troops hunting the Viet 
Cong's 5th Division in coastal 
Phuoc Tuy province south* 
cast of Saigon found docu- 
ments, diaries and hot rice 
in a hurriedly evacuated jun- 
gle encampment Tuesday. 


—B52 bombers from Guam 


returned to Phuoc Tuy for the 
third straight day of satura- 
tion bombing on suspected 
Viet Cong positions in ad- 
vance of the allied sweep. 


Raids Limited 


—Bad weather over North 


Viet Nam Tuesday limited 
raids by U.S. Air Force and 
Navy pilots lo coastal targets. 
They flew 86 multiplane mis- 
sions. On one of these Navy 
A4 Skyhawks sank a torpedo 
boat, one of four they found 
hiding among islands in the 
Tonkin Gulf. A spokesman 
said they possibly sank a sec- 
ond and badly damaged a 
third.

Anyone who likes happy endlnns will 


like the latest development in (lie case of 
Institutions Director George Morris and 
former Boys Training School Superintend- 
ent William Ettingcr. It was forgivo-nnd- 
forget day Tuesday with the two state of- 
ficials, as all concerned avoided what was 
becoming for them a sticky situation. 


As usual, the public's business was 


never made very well known to the public. 
This is a consistently 
popular pattern of be- 
havior on the part of 
public officials — to 
parcel out to the poo-

pie they represent and for whom they work 
whatever crumbs of information they deem 
the people entitled to. The public was never 
given the report through which Morris in- 
dieted and fired Ettingcr but was told, in 
effect, to take Morris's word for it. No- 
bod>\.,quostions Morris's word but they 
woul^-simply like to make up their minds 
for themselves. 


Eltingcr was fired when n report from 


the State Safety Patrol allegedly incrimi- 
nated him directly in thr ttilslrealment of 
five hoys a! thr school who had been rn- 
gnged in homosexual activities. Kttinger 
denied (he validity of thr report and do- 
manded a public hearing on his dismissal. 


Now Morris has absolved Kttinger of 


any personal misconduct while leaving him 
charged with responsibility for his subordi- 
nates, who supposedly were the actual cul- 
prits in the mistreatment. For his part, 
Ettingcr has said he is satisfied and no 
hearing is now required. 


This is all well and good except for a 


few dozen things or so. What had developed 
was a situation that apparently appealed 
to none of the participants. Morris found 
that his Safety Patrol report had a few 
holes in it. such as contradictory and per- 
haps untruthful testimony from witnesses. 
Thus, ho would have had n more difficult 
time indicting Ettingcr in a public hearing 
than he thought. 


* 
Also, tho situation was not a popular 


political one. This is an election year with 
Gov. Frank Morrison running for the Sen- 
ate in one of the toughest contests of his 
political life. It would help the governor 
none to have his administration in the mid- 
dle of a fiery public hearing. Such would 
be a controversy in regard to the adminis- 
tration of state institutions when the gover- 
nor would rather have things going smooth- 
ly; For Ettingcr. there was something to 
gain, too. A hotly contested dismissal is

more difficult to live with in the future than 
a calm and quiet one. Certainly, (lie public 
hearing would help Ettingcr none in secur- 
ing future employment and it would simply 
add to the controversy surrounding him. 


Thiti, It It wondered If there were not 


a great many political consideration* In 
the settlement that hat now been reached 
between Morrli and Etilnger. What tali 
settlement falls to do IB determine the va- 
lidity of the original action by Morris. Nor 
dors It explain the firing by Ettlnger of 
his assistant und the subsequent rehiring 
by .Morris of the same man as acting su- 
perintendent lo replace Ettingcr. It must 
be said Hiut the weight of opinion would 
seem to swing against Morris. Ills firing 
of Kttlngcr In the first place was a ques- 
tionable action. 


Even had Ettingcr been guilty of some 


poor disciplinary practice, the superintend- 
ent had built a good record at the Kearney 
school and had a number of people who 
knew the operation in his corner. 
Even 


if he had made this one disciplinary mis- 
take. It is questionable that If constituted 
sufficient grounds for his dismissal. 


As the situation turns out. It seems 


that ru'ii the one mistake Kttingcr was 
accused of making, he did not make. If 
something was dune wrong, It was han- 
dled by subordinates without 
Ettingcr's 


knowledge. The theory of the boss respon- 
sible for the actions of his subordinates 
Is an old and honored one but full of ex- 
tenuating circumstances. 


Consistent mismanagement of affairs 


through subordinates eventually becomes 


grounds for dismissal 
as It indicates a lack 
of good, efficient man- 
agement. But o n e 
goof-up by 
an 
em- 


ployer hardly gets the boss fired in most 
cases. Thus, it is wondered if Ettingcr's 
firing was not more of a personal vendetta 
against him by Morris. If so, it is a poor 
recommendation for Morris's administra- 
tion of state institutions and a severe in- 
justice to Ettinger. State institutions, at 
best, are difficult to operate and personal 
failures at the top level make it all the 
more difficult. 


It is hoped, too. that we don't now 


forget the fact that the law concerning 
hearings for dismissed personnel is totally 
inadequate 
and needs 
correcting. 
The 


above case has had a happy ending for 
the principals involved but that is about 
all one can say about it.

Institutional Funds Eyed 


The Securities and Exchange Commis- 


sion has opened an inquiry into commission 
splitting among brokerage houses. 


To be more pointed, the inquiry will 


delve into the relations between the man- 
agers of the great institutional funds with 
the brokers who buy and sell stocks for 
them. It is understood that the fund man- 
agers, in some instances, arc requiring the 
brokers to divide-up tho fees, as much as 
60 per cent at times, with other brokerage 
houses which may have had nothing to do 
with the transaction, but at oilier times 
have performed valuable service in terms 
of fund shares sold or for statistical or re- 
search work. 


This may not be necessarily illegal, 


but, in view of the large transactions, tends 
to make creatures out of the brokerage 
houses and could lead to a dangerous situa- 
tion. 


We do not know of any specific in- 


stance where the great institutional funds 
have violated laws as they exist. But it is 
also certain that the immense amount of 
money being managed by such funds, more 
than $60 billion, a great deal of which is 
used for buying and selling stock, requires 
new and better laws. 


It is one thing to make a profit in 


stock transactions due to wise and informed 
management, but it is quite another to be- 
come such a great factor in the market 
that large individual transactions arc suf- 
ficient to bring an clement of control into 
market practices. Bigness is not essential- 
ly wrong, but it finds it much easier to do 
wrong. 


Because investment trusts have be- 


come a large factor rather recently, exist- 
ing laws did not contemplate the effect they 
can have. The present inquiry can result, 
therefore, in a great good for the national 
welfare. 


Sen. Burbach Not A Loser 


Sen. Jules Burbach of Crofton is under- 


standably disappointed with the decision 
of the executive board of the Legislative 
Council not to call a special session of the 
Legislature to place a highway revenue 
bond proposal on the November ballot. But 
the western Nebraska senator has no reason 
to feel defeated. 


, He has not really been defeated be- 


cause he has provided the leadership in 
bringing to the attention of the people of 
Nebraska the really serious nature of our 
streets and highway situation. He lias ably 
advanced a revenue bond approach that 
may well end up as the answer to this 
problem and in doing all of this he has 
performed a unique and constructive public 
service. 


The senator has succeeded in placing 


highway construction in the forefront of 


our thinking and has nudged everyone out 
of the complacency with .which they had 
vicucd conditions. This is a long way from 
defeat. Rather, it provides a foundation 
on which we can expect to build in the 
time ahead. 


Our KUCSS is that Senator Burbach's 


revenue bond plan will ultimately be the 
tool that Nebraska will use. In the mean- 
time, the work can be done that needs to 
be done if this means of achieving our 
goals is to find the public support it must 
have. It is hoped that Senator Burbach 
remembers the serious consideration and 
considerable support his proposal received 
and that this stimulates him to a further 
pursuit of liis program. 


Neither the senator nor the state can 


lose where there is a sincere effort to 
achieve something and this is what we 
have had in this matter.

The ceremony in New York 


was to be on Sunday, Oct. 
3, whereas Dodd's speech be- 
fore the Cubans in Miami 
was to be on the preceding 
Saturday night. The senator 
took the Air Force plane 
from Miami to Washington, 
joined4_iie presidential plane 
there and flew on to N e w 
York for the signing of the 
immigration bill. 
After he got back, Dodd 
found himself with one un- 
used 
round-trip ticket be- 


tween Washington and Mi- 
ami which had been sup- 
plied him by the Cubans. 
This was because he h a d 
gone to Miami at the ex- 
pense of the Internal Secur- 
ity Committee and returned 
at the expense of the A i r 
Force. So Dodd instructed 
his accountant, O'Hare to get 
a 
refund 
on the unused 


round-trip ticket. 


Since this ticket had been 


issued by a Cuban t r a v e l 
agency in Miami, it was im- 
possible for O'Hare to get a 
refund direct from the air- 
line involved. He had'to go 
tiirough the Cuban t r a v e l 
agency. When he did so, the 
agency wrote back a s k i n g 
whether the senator f r o m 
Connecticut would like to 
have the money returned to 
the C u b a n friend who had 
paid for it in the first place. 


Obviously 
;t was embar- 


rassing for Dodd to say no. 
O'Hare wrote back that this 
was agreeable. 
- Thus this column was in 
error in reporting that Dodd 
collected twice on his round- 
trip ticket between Washing- 
ton and M i a m i . Our apolo- 
gies.

In actual practice when 


such a heart attack is dis- 
covered later (usually by 
means of an electrocardio- 
gram) careful questioning by 
the doctor can often elicit a 
history of some type of dis- 
comfort. 
This may have 
been 


passed off by the patient as 
indigestion or muscle strain 
or any of a variety of other 
explanations. 


The discomfort may, in- 


deed, have been so mild 
that the patient disregarded 
it or actually forgot about 
it. 


Thus these are not really 


"silent" heart attacks, but 
have been mistaken f o r 
something else. 


I wouldn't say that treat- 


ment would be the same as 
in other heart attacks. They 
simply aren't discovered at 
the same time, and t h a t 
makes a lot of difference. 


When a heart attack is se- 


vere enough to be instantly 
recognized, the immediate 
and vital measure is bed 
rest, to relieve the damaged 
heart of strain until it be- 
gins to recover. 


With discovery of a "si- 


lent" heart attack, the pa- 
tient 
already 
has 
passed 


t h a t stage. Doubtless he 
would have been better off 
if he had rested, but he 
didn't, and he survived any- 
way. 


Thus treatment for a "si- 


lent" h e a r t attack would 
correspond to that w h i c h 
might be suitable later on 
for a recognized attack. 


It would depend on the 


evidence of change or dam- 
age In the heart muscle, 
evaluation of such reserve 
strength a« the heart may 
have retained or regained, 
and other factors; In short, 
no treatment may be re- 
quired—or, if the residual 
damage is considerable and 
the heart has little reserve, 
considerable treatment may 
be required. 


This might, involve medi- 


cation. It might, if the pa- 
tient is subjected to m o r e 
strenuous work than he .can 
tolerate, require changes in 
his work or .living habits to 
reduce strain. Or, finally, it 
might consist chiefly of per- 
iodic examination to see 
how the heart is behaving, 
and if further difficulty de- 
, velops, to detect it at once.

one. If your blood pressure 
is elevated, that may^be a 
factor.

Anyo ne who likes happy endings will 
like the latest develo pment in the case o f 
Institutio ns Directo r Geo rge Mo rris and 
fo rmer Bo ys Training Scho o l Superintend­ 
ent William Ettinger. It was fo rgive-and- 
fo rget day Tuesday with the two state o f­ 
ficials. as all co ncerned avo ided what was 
beco ming fo r them a sticky situatio n. 
As usual, the public’s business was 
never made very well kno wn to the public. 
This is a co nsistently 
J 
po pular pattern o f be­ 
havio r o n the part o f 
public o fficials — to 
' ' 
parcel o ut to the peo ­ 
ple they represent and fo r who m they wo rk 
whatever crumbs o f info rmatio n they deem 
the jvo ple entitled to . The public w-as never 
given the repo rt thro ugh which Mo rri.s in- 
dieted and fired Ettinger but was to ld, in 
effect, to take Mo rris’s wo rd fo r it. No ­ 
bo dy questio ns Mo rris’.s wo rd but they 
wo u1 4 ,simpIy like to make up their minds 
fo r tbtmsejvc.s. 
Ettinger was fired when a repo rt fro m 
the State Safety Patro l allegedly incrimi­ 
nated him directly in the mistreatment o f 
fixe ho ys at the scho o l who had been en­ 
gaged in ho mo sexual activities. Ettinger 
denied the xalidtfy o f the repo rt and de- 
manded a public hearing o n his dismissal. 
No w Mo rris has abso lved Ettinger o f 
any jvrso nal misco nduct while leaving him 
charged with rc.spo nsihility fo r his subo rdi­ 
nates, who suppo sedly were the actual cul- 
prit.s in the mistreatment. Fo r hi.s part, 
Ettinger has said he is .satisfied and no 
hearing is no w required 
This is all well and go o d except fo r a 
tew do zen things o r so . What had develo ped 
w’as a situatio n that apparently appealed 
to no ne o f the participants. Mo rris fo und 
that his Safely Patro l repo rt had a few 
ho les in it, such as co ntradicto ry and per­ 
haps untruthful testimo ny fro m witnes.scs. 
Thus, he wo uld have had a mo re difficult 
time Indicting Ettinger in a public hearing 
than he tho ught. 
★ 
Also , the situatio n was no t a po pular 
po litical o ne. This is an electio n year wnth 
Go v. Frank Mo rriso n running fo r the Sen­ 
ate in o ne o f the to ughest co nte.sts o f his 
po litical life. It wo uld help the go verno r 
no ne to have his administratio n in the mid­ 
dle o f a fiery public hearing. Such wo uld 
be a co ntro versy in regard to the ad mini.s- 
tratio n o f state institutio ns when the go ver­ 
no r wo uld rather have things go ing smo o th­ 
ly” Fo r Ettinger. there was so mething to 
gain, to o . A ho tly co ntested dismissal is 


mo re difficult to live with in the future than 
a calm and quiet o ne. Certainly, the public 
hearing wo uld help Ettinger no ne in secur­ 
ing future emplo yment and it wo uld simply 
add to the co ntro versy surro unding him. 
Thus, it is wo ndered if there were no t 
a great many po litical co nsideratio ns in 
the settlement that has no w been reached 
between Mo rris and Ettinger. What this 
settlement fails to do is determine the va­ 
lidity o f the o riginal actio n by Mo rris. No r 
do cs it explain the firing by Ettinger o f 
his assistant and the subsequent rehlring 
by Mo rris o f the same man as acting su­ 
perintendent to replace Ettinger. It must 
be said that the weight o f o pinio n wo uld 
seem to swing against Mo rris. His firing 
o f Ettinger In the first place was a ques­ 
tio nable actio n. 
★ 
Even had Ettinger been guilty o f so me 
po o r disciplinary practice, the superintend­ 
ent had built a go o d reco rd at the Kearney 
scho o l and had a number o f peo ple who 
knew the o peratio n in his co rner. 
Even 
if he had made this o ne disciplinary mis­ 
take. it is que.stio nable that if co nstituted 
sufficient gro unds fo r his dismissal. 
,Vs the situatio n turns o ut, it seems 
that even the o ne mistake Ettinger was 
accused o f making, he did no t make. If 
so mething was do ne wro ng, it was han­ 
dled by subo rdinates witho ut F^ttinger’s 
kno wledge. The theo ry o f the bo ss respo n­ 
sible fo r the actio ns o f his subo rdinates 
is an o ld and ho no red o ne but full o f ex­ 
tenuating circumstances. 
Co nsistent mismanagement o f affairs 
thro ugh subo rdinates eventually beco mes 
_________________ 
gro unds fo r dismi.ssal 
as it indicates a lack 
o f go o d, efficient man­ 
agement. 
But 
o n e 
go o f-up 
by 
an 
em­ 
plo yer hardly gets the bo ss fired in mo st 
cases. Thus, it is wo ndered if Ettinger’s 
firing was no t mo re o f a perso nal vendetta 
against him by Mo rris. If so . it is a po o r 
reco mmendatio n fo r Mo rris’s administra­ 
tio n o f state institutio ns and a .severe in- 
jiKstice to Ettinger. State institutio ns, at 
lic.st, are difficult to o perate and perso nal 
failures at the to p level make it all the 
mo re difficult. 
It is hop<Ml, to o . that we do n’t no w 
fo rget the fact that the law co ncerning 
hearings fo r dismissed perso nnel is to tally 
inadequate 
and 
needs 
co rrecting. 
The 
abo ve case has had a happy ending fo r 
the principals invo lved but that is abo ut 
all o ne can say abo ut it.

Institutional Funds Eyed 
The Securities and Ex« ’liange Go mmis- 
sio n has o pened an inquiry into co mmissio n 
splitting amo ng bro kerage ho use» . 
To be mo re {winted. the inquiry will 
delve into the relatio n» between the man­ 
agers o f the great in.stitutio nal funds with 
the bro kers who buy and sell sto cks fo r 
them. It 
understo o d that the fund man­ 
agers, in so me Instances, are requiring the 
bro kers to dividi up the fees, as much as 
60 per cent at times, with o ther bro kerage 
ho uses which may have had no thing to do 
with the transactio n, hut at o ther times 
have perfo rmed valuable service in terms 
o f fund shares so ld o r fo r statistical o r re­ 
search wo rk. 
This may no t be necessarily illegal, 
but, in view o f the large tran.sactio ns, tends 
to make creatures o ut o f the bro kerage 
ho uses and co uld lead to a dangero us situa­ 
tio n. 
We do no t kno w o f any specific in­ 


stance where the great institutio nal funds 
have vio lated laws as they exist. But it is 
also certain that the immense amo unt o f 
mo ney being managed by such funds, mo re 
than $60 billio n, a great deal o f which is 
used fo r buying and selling sto ck, requires 
new and better laws. 
It is o ne thing to make a pro fit in 
sto ck transactio ns due to wise and info rmed 
management, but it is quite ano ther to be­ 
co me such a great facto r in the market 
that large individual tran.sactio n.s are suf­ 
ficient to bring an element o f co ntro l into 
market practices. Bigness is no t essential­ 
ly wro ng, but it finds it much easier to do 
wro ng. 
Because investment trusts have be­ 
co me a large facto r rather recently, exist­ 
ing law.s did no t co ntemplate the effect they 
v an have. The present inquiry can result, 
therefo re, in a great go o d fo r the natio nal 
welfare.

In actual practice when 
such a heart attack is dis­ 
co vered later 
(usually by 
means o f an electro cardio ­ 
gram) careful questio ning by 
the do cto r can o ften elicit a 
histo ry o f so me type o f dis­ 
co mfo rt. 
T h i s may have 
been 
passed o ff by the patient as 
indigestio n o r muscle strain 
o r any o f a variety o f o ther 
explanatio ns. 
'The disco mfo rt may, 
in­ 
deed, have 
been so mild 
that the patient disregarded 
it o r actually fo rgo t abo ut 
it. 
Thus these are no t really 
“silent” heart attacks, but 
have been mistaken 
f o r 
so mething else. 
I wo uldn’t say that treat­ 
ment wo uld be the same as 
in o ther heait attacks. They 
simply aren’t disco vered at 
the same time, and t h a t 
makes a lo t o f difference. 
When a heart attack Is se­ 
vere eno ugh to be inst^tly 
reco gnized, the immediate 
and vital measure is be d 
rest, to relieve the damaged 
heart o f strain until it be­ 
gins to reco ver. 
With disco very 
a “si­ 
lent” heart attack, the pa­ 
tient 
already has 
passed 
t h a t stage. Do ubtless he 
wo uld have been better o ff 
if he had rested, 
but he 
didn’t, and he survived any­ 
way. 
Thus treatment fo r a “si­ 


lent” h e a r t attack wo uld 
co rrespo nd to that w h i c h 
might be suitable later o n 
fo r a reco gnized attack. 
It wo uld 
depend o n the 
evidence o f change o r dam­ 
age in the heart muscle, 
evaluatio n o f such reserve 
strength as the heart may 
have retained o r regained, 
and o ther facto rs. In sho rt, 
no treatment may be re­ 
quired—o r, if the residual 
damage is co nsiderable and 
the heart has little reserve, 
co nsiderable treatment may 
be required. 
This might invo lve medi­ 
catio n. It mijht, if the pa­ 
tient is subjected to m o r e 
str^uo us wo rk than he can 
to lerate, require changes in 
his wo rk o r.living habits to 
reduce strain. Or, finally, it 
might co nsist chiefly o f per­ 
io dic examinatio n 
to 
see 
ho w the heart is behaving, 
and if further difficulty de­ 
velo ps, to detect it at o nce. 


Dear Dr. Mo lner: I am a 
bo y, 17 and abo ut 5 feet 4 
inches tall. Bo th o f my par­ 
ents are sho rt. I have heard 
abo ut a drug to help dwarfs 
gro w. Co uM I use it to g ain 
height?

At 17 yo u sflU have time 
to do so me mo re gro wing. I 
do ubt very much that

are in any sense a dwarf— 
it’s just that yo ur heredity 
de c r e e s that yo u aren’t 
meant to be tall. Gro wth 
ho rmo ne is available o nly in 
limited 
quantities, and in 
any event it co uld be used 
o nly o n the advice o f an en­ 
do crino lo gist. I do ubt in a 
case like yo urs that it wo uld 
warrant the co st. Do n’t fo r­ 
get that so me o f the mo st 
br i l l i a n t men in histo ry 
haven’t been very tall.

At yo ur age the capillar­ 
ies (very small surface*blo o d 
vessels) can beco me'‘Unduly 
fragile, and so me slight in­ 
jury (rubbing the eye, 
a 
slight bump, straining fro m 
a sneeze, etc.) can rupture 
o ne. If yo ur blo o d pressure 
is elevated, that may be a 
facto r. 
Ho wever, this blo o d will 
abso rb in abo ut 10 days with 
no harmful after-efflpcts. 
Be sure to get amf^e Vita­ 
min C (citrus juicw] .and 
calcium (milk o r shü » milk 
is the mo st plentifufTo urce) 
in yo ur diet, which May les­ 
sen any tendency to ward fu­ 
ture bleeding.

Postponing Pleasures May Mean Loss Of Memorable Experiences

hours in the air. and 42 
hours on the ground. The 
air was clear during much 
of the trip and he was able 
to get a fine panoramic 
view of the globe below.

Rather he was the staid, se­ 
date principal of the Housa- 
tonic V^alley High School at 
Falls Village. Conn. 
He left home on a Thurs­ 
day evening, boarded a jet 
in New York and flew^ to 
Paris. TTien he flew on to 
Rome, Beirut, Karachi, Cal­ 
cutta, Rangoon, Bangkok. 
Hong Kong, Tokyo, Hono­ 
lulu, and Los Angeles. By 
going the eastward route he 
gained an extra day. and 
by not missing a single 
plane 
connection he 
was 
back home by mid-morning 
the following Monday. 
He told me he’d spent 41 


hours in tiie air, and 42 
hours on the ground. The 
air was clear during much 
of the trip and he was able 
to get a fine panoramic 
view of the globe below. He 
said that at most airports 
the‘Stopover was sufficient 
to give him time for a quick 
tour of the city and envi­ 
rons. 
As he told me. 
lot of 
people will say it’s silly to 
spend $1,200 on air tickets 
for a weekend trip. B u t 
this was something I’d al­ 
ways wanted to do. I was 
in a bad auto accident not 
long ago and it made me 


aware how uncertain life 
can be. 1 probably shoukl 
have waited until I retired, 
but something told me to 
go ahead. This was one of

and read that Dr Stoddard 
had passed on suddenly at 
age 63.

—thanks to acting on his 
impulse to take the t r i p 
when he did rather than 
wait until he retired. 
There are v a l u e s , of 
course, 
in delaying grat­ 
ification. The inability of ig­ 
norant 
people 
to

gratification is one of the 
chief 
causes 
of 
poverty. 


But when we have exer­ 
cised a measure of thrift, 
and when the calendar in­ 
forms us we’re past the 
midpoint in our lifespans, 
we should start modifying 
restraints. We should deter­ 
mine what we really want 
to do. and ask ourselves 
w’hether it’s necessary to 
wail until we retire. If the 
answer seems to be in the 
negative we s h o u l d go 
ahead.

AAUP Study Shows Salaries 
At NU Third In Big Eight 


An American Association of 
U n i v e r s i t y 
Professors 
(AAUP) study shows average 
ca sh rewards to full-time fac­ 
ulty at the University of Ne­ 
braska are third best among 
Big Eight Conference schools. 
The 1965-66 school year sur­ 
vey said the average reward 
at Nebraska is $10,884, up 
$572 from the previous year. 
This includes salaries, social 
security benefits and retire­ 
ment program payments. 
The study included 392 full­ 
time faculty at Nebraska. It 
did not cover the colleges of 
law, medicine, dentistry and 
agriculture where salaries are 
higher. 
Topping the list of cash re­ 
wards was Iowa State Univer­ 
sity , with an average of $11,- 
877. Colorado was second at 
$11,734. 
However, the AAUP report 
noted that different informa­ 
tion was su p p lie d by the 
various schools and that a 
pure campus-by-campus com­ 
parison is difficult. 
For instance, Missouri was 
below Nebraska with an aver­ 
age of $10,052 but this in­ 
cluded salaries at branch in­ 
stitutions. 
The AAUP study concluded 
that national increases in sal­ 
aries and benefits averaged 
seven per cent. Nebraska has 
been operating under a five 
per cent schedule. 
The AAUP also supplied 
average figures for eight oth­ 
er Nebraska colleges. They 
are: Chadron State, $8,349; 
Creighton University, $8,776; 
Dana, $8,885; Doane, $7,703; 
Hastings, 
$8,534; 
Kearney 


State, $8,607; Omaha Univer­ 
sity, $9,590, 
and Nebraska 
Wesleyan, $8,401.

U n i v e r s i t y 
Professors 


(AAUP) study shows average 
cash rewards to full-time fac- 
ulty at the University of Ne- 
braska are third best among 
Big Eight Conference schools. 


The 1965-66 school year sur- 


vey said the average reward 
at Nebraska is $10,884, up 
$572 from the previous year. 
This includes salaries, social 
security benefits and retire- 
ment program payments. 


The study Included 392 full- 


time faculty at Nebraska. It 
did not cover the colleges of 
law, medicine, dentistry and 
agriculture where salaries are 
higher. 


Topping the list of cash re- 


gards was Iowa State Univer- 
sity, with an average of $11,- 
877. Colorado was second at 
$11,734. 


However, the AAUP report 


noted that different informa- 
tion was supplied by the 
various s'chools and that a 
pure campus-by-campus com- 
parison is difficult. 


For instance, Missouri was 


below Nebraska with an aver- 
age of $10,052 but this in- 
cluded salaries at branch in- 
stitutions. 


The AAUP study concluded 


that national increases in sal- 
aries and benefits averaged 
seven per cent. Nebraska has 
been operating under a five 
per cent schedule. 


The AAUP also supplied 


average figures for eight oth- 
er Nebraska colleges.

customers of Its members," 
Chairman Ross Beatty said 
In an interview. 


"The end of our line is to 


expel a member." he added. 
"Members are not subject to 
the board's control. Each in- 
dividual broker conducts his 
businewjn the framework of 
his rme-as an agent under 
contracTand his local situa- 
tion." ;- 


The board—a private as- 


sociation- which represents 
one-eighth of Chicago's 8,325 
real estate agencies and bro- 
kers—has been a prime tar- 


get of civil r i g h t s groups 
demonstrating against alleg- 
ed housing discrimination. 


The protestors contend the 


board should provide leader- 
ship in opening housing in all 
neighborhoods to all races. 


"We do not control the peo- 


ple or the agents." the soft- 
spoken Beatty said. "If the 
seller won't sell to a Negro, 
the agency con't force him. 
We're representing the peo- 
ple and we have to reflect 
their ideas.

for American astronauts. 


Soviet Union Launches 
Space Lab Toward Moon 


Moscow I/IV-The Soviet Un- 


ion launched Wednesday an 
unmanned space laboratory 
•weighing nearly two tons to- 
ward the moon, where the 
American Lunar Orbiter is 
now taking pictures at close 
range. 


There was speculation that 


the Soviet .satellite might be 
on a similar assignment to 
take pictures useful 
for a 


manned landing. 


As usual, the Russians did 


not disclose immediately the 
goal of their latest intended 
moon satellite, Luna 11. But 
it seemed apparent that if all 
goes according to schedule it 
will be orbiting the moon just 
as 
its U.S. counterpart, 


The 
trip to the moon takes about 
3% days.

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'Tax Refunds Given 
To Four Counties 


. . . COURT RULING FOLLOWED

The State Board of Equali- 


zation, in a special meeting 
Wednesday, ordered county 
treasurers to,make tax re- 
funds in four Nebraska coun- 
ties on 1965 real estate valua- 
tions struck down by the 
State Supreme Court. 


The counties are Blalne, 


Keith, Garfleld and Box 
Bntte, which successfully 
prosecaled appeals from the 
board's actions last year. 


Blalne County's 1965 valua- 


tion increase of 90% was re- 
duced to 50% by the board 
"in conformity with the Su- 
preme Court order." 


S t a t e Tax Commissioner 


George Dworak, a b o a r d 
member, said the reduction 
on rural property brings the 
county's sales-assessment ra- 
tio to 28.55% and close to the 
28.07% average for the state 
last year. 


Within Tolerances 


Dworak said the new ratio 


"is within the tolerances in- 
dicated 
by t h e Supreme 


Court." 


The 1965 v a 1 u at i o n s in- j 


creases for 
Keith, Garfield 1 


and Box Butte Counties werej 
ruled invalid by the h i g h 
court. 


The lax refund action was 


taken by the board on the ad- 
vice of A t t o r n e y General 
Clarence Meyer. 


"There are no precise re- 


fund 
procedures (for t h e 


state board) in the statutes," 
Meyer said. "But, the Stale 
Board of Equalization is likei 
a court—so when a court is! 
reversed by t h e Supreme! 
Court, the court can enter an j 
amended judgement." 


"The state board can or- 


der a reduction in reconsid- 
eration of its judgment and 
Issue a directive to the coun- 
ty treasurer to refund excess 
taxes collected and withhold 
from governmental subdivi- 
sions such amounts as to off- 
set the refunds," the attorney 
general said; "There is no li- 
ability involved in making 


the Supreme Court order ef- 
fective." 


To board questions. Meyer 


said some cities and school 
districts "may be pinched or 
hurt in having to pay back 
the money to which they 
were not entitled under the 
Supreme Court decision." 


But, be noted, that school 


districts can isine registered 
warrants for the tax refund 
and the cities and vfllages 
"can spread oat the repay- 
ments to reduce fiscal prob- 
lems." 


Taxing officials had no im- 


mediate estimates 
of t h e 


amount of refunds involved, 
but noted that "the counties 
involved are small." 


Meyer noted the recom- 


mended tax refund procedure 
would be less costly a n d 
more efficient than the possi- 
bility of a multiplicity of tax- 
payer suits for refunds.

"corrected" a clerical error 
on 1966 equalization order for 
a eight per cent urban-subur- 
ban property increase f o r 
York County. 


Dworak said the eight per-

The board ordered the rur-

A new approach to the im­ 
provement 
of education 
is 
under way. .Sponsored by the 
U.s Office of Education, the 
plan does not strictly follow 
the traditional state control 
of education.

Twenty regional laborator- i 
ies for educational research 
and de\T!opmcni are envi­ 
sioned. Twelve have already 
been approved and funds al­ 
located. It is something new 
for agencies sponsored by the 
i:.S. Office of Education to 
be given responsibility for 
coordinating educational re­ 
search in designated regions. 
In a recent letter to Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare John W. Gard­ 
ner, President Johnson ex­ 
pressed his approval of the 
laboratory idea. “ The labora­ 
tories," he said, “ should be 
large and significant enter­ 
prises, equal in size and scope 
to the major tasks they seek 
to accomplish. They ought to 
be conceived as comparable 
in their way to the large- 
scale laboratories of the de­ 
fense or atomic energy estab­ 
lishments. Nothing le.ss will 
do. Their missions are equally 
important " 
Piecemeal 
Educational research h a s 
been centered in Schools of 
Education and, consequently, 
has been done in a piecemeal 
manner. The broad basic re­ 
search that will be possible 
under the direction of the Re­

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NASON ON EDUCATION: 
New Plan Launched 
To Improve Education 


By DR. LESLIE J. NASON 
A new approach to the Im 


provomcnt of education is 
under way. Sponsored by the 
U.S. Office of Education, the 
plan does not strictly follow 
the traditional state control 
of education. 


Twenty regional laborator- 


ies for educational research 
and development are envi- 
sioned. Twelve have already 
been approved and fund* al- 
located. It IB something new 
for agencies sponsored by the 
U.S. Office of Education to 
be given responsibility for 
coordinating educational re- 
search in designated regions. 


In a recent letter to Secre- 


tary 
of Health, Education, 


and Welfare John \V. Gard- 
ner, President Johnson ex- 
pressed his approval of the 
laboratory idea. "The labora- 
tories," he said, "should be 
large and significant enter- 
prises, equal in size and scope 
to the major tasks they seek 
to accomplish. They ought to 
be conceived as comparable 
in their way to the large- 
scale laboratories of the de- 
fense or atomic energy estab- 
lishments. Nothing less will 
do. Their missions arc equally 
important."

Wednesday and quickly ap- 
proved a bill to set stiff crim- 
i n a 1 penalties on "overt 
acts" of antiwar groups. 


The 7-0 vote came 
after 


less than one hour of discus- 
sion. 


Spokesmen for the Justice, 


Commerce and Treasury De- 
partments had t e 1 1 1 f I e d 
against the bill after the com 
mlttee spent four tumultuous 
dayi last week Investigating 
the activities of the antiwar 
groups. 


Chairman Edwin E. Willis, 


O-La., told reporters t h a t 
changes made by a subcom 
mittce which held the hear- 
ings limit the bill to "overt 
acts" such as soliciting, col- 
lecting or sending blood and 
medical supplies to the Viet 
Cong, or attempting to block 
troop trains. 


Maximum penalties provid- 


ed are a fine of $20,000 and 
20 years-in prison. 


"We certainly expect to get 


it before the House as quick- 
ly as possible," Willis said. 


And the measure's chief 


sponsor, Rep. Joe R. Pool, D- 
Tex., announced he is call- 
Ing off a planned trip to Viet 
Nam, 
declaring: "I'm going 


to stay here with this bill." 


A report that House lead- 


ers were seeking to keep the 


bill from the House floor was 
apparently squashed w h e n 
Speaker 
John 
W. McCor- 


mack, D-IVIass., while saying 
he bad not read the meas- 
ure, strongly attacked the ac- 
tivities of the antiwar groups. 


Although the House—with 


all its seats up before the vot- 
ers Nov. 8—is expected to 
give overwhelming support to 
the bill, it may languish in 
the Senate.

1 am reminded of this 
by the way South bid and 
played this hand. 


Having opened with a forc- 


ing bid and then made a slam 
try by bidding four clubs, 
South should have retired 


gracefully from the. auction 
when North denied interest 
in a slam by bidding only 
four spades. But apparently, 
South had not yet savored the 
full flavor of his hand when 
he went gaily on to five 
spades, which became t h e 
final contract. 


West led a heart, the jack 


forcing the ace. and South 
ruffed. Declarer played a 
club to the queen and led a 
low spade, East 
following 


suit with the nine. The proper 
technical play at this point 
was the queen, in the hope 
of finding West with the sin- 
gleton jack, but South played 
the ten, losing to the ace. He 
later lost two trump tricks to 
the K-J and went down one. 


Of course, South c o u l d 


have made the hand had he 


played a low spade at trick 
two and later entered dum- 
my with a club to lead an- 
other spade through the K-J. 


Actually, this was the right 


way to play the hand. De- 
clarer can properly reason 
that if the spades' arc 2-J, 
they can be led with equal ef- 
fect from either hand, but 
that if there is a :t-l division 
it is clearly better to start 
the suit by leading a low one 
at trick two. 


This method of play jjains 


whenever West has the sin- 
gleton ace or king, whereas 
initiating the spades from 
dummy gains only w h e n 
West was dealt the singleton 
jack. The odds are 2 to 1 in 
favor of starting the trumps 
by leading low from the South 
hand.

Pttsburgh '/IV-It’s called 
the “ Green Weenie.” it typ­ 
ifies “ Buc Feevah” and in­

A rubber hot dog painted 
green by Pirate trainer Dan­ 
ny Whelan, the Green Wee- 
.uie is fast becoming a sym­ 
bol of the new Pittsburgh 
baseball fan—the likes of 
which haven’t been s een 
here before, most veterans 
&ay. 
The typical fan is infected 
with pennant spirit, or “ Buc 
Feevah” as Pirate broad­ 
caster Bob Prince calls it. 
He carries a replica of or 
talks about the Green Wee­ 
nie. 
And he’s likely to holler 
“ Beat ’em Bucs” whether 
he’s driving through down­ 
town Pittsburgh or sitting 
in Forbes Field. 
“ It’s all part of the mass 
hysteria that says the Pitts­ 
burgh Pirates are going to 
go all the way and win the 
pennant,” Prince explains. 
“ The Pirates have caught 
the fancy of the people.” 
What has r e a l l y caught 
the people’s fancy is the 
rubber hot dog which Whe­ 
lan introduced during the 
pirates’ pennant drive of 
1960. 
“ It was just an expression 
with me at Rochester in the 
International League Whe­ 
lan said, “ I called it a 
Green Weenie on account 
of I’m Irish. If there was a 
hitter up. I’d say Green 
Weenie, Green Weenie” to 
try to shake him up.” 
One day during the 1960 
season, Whelan decide to 
buy a hot dog and paint it 
green.
